The Common Council of the City of 
London has approved the report of 
Mr. S. B. Donkin on the possibility 
of providing a SYSTEM of 
DISTRICT HEATING for the 
rebuilt area of the City. 


The conclusions in the report prepared for 
the Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee, are that a system of district heating 
for the rebuilt areas should be provided by 
means of the heat-electric system, subject 
to its being economically adapted during 
the period of reconstruction. It has not 
been possible to find a site for a fuel 
burning generating station inside the City 
area, and it is proposed that one or more 
stations shall be situated outside on sites of 
existing or discarded electricity stations from 
which heat could be transmitted to sub- 
stations within the City by underground 
pipes. A generating station on the south 
bank of the Thames is proposed, if permis- 
sion. is obtained. 
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th Government’s plan for CUT- 
TING the CAPITAL INVEST- 
MENT programme has been outlined 
to building employers and union 
leaders by the Minister of Works. 


The Minister emphasised that the cuts had 
not been finally decided and gave assurance 
to the industry’s representatives that they 
would be given an opportunity to advise on 
the working-out of the cuts. They will be 
spread over a period and will not involve 
any immediate dislocation of the housing 
programme or widespread unemploymen. 
among building operatives. One difficulty 
has been to decide at what stage a building 
project becomes “work started,” and 
whether “ start” means the blue-print or 
contract stage, or work under actual con- 
struction. 


Mr. Clifford Holliday, M.Arch. 
F.RILB.A., M.T.PJI. has been 
appointed CHIEF ARCHITECT 
PLANNER, by the Stevenage 


Development Corporation. 
In a distinguished career, Mr. Holliday has 
been directly engaged in the planning of 
four new towns: Nathania, Palestine, for 
a population of 30,000 persons. Emek 
Zebulon, Palestine, in partnership with Sir 
Patrick Abercrombie, an industrial and resi- 
dential town for an ultimate population of 
250,000. Kimcorth, Aberdeenshire, a com- 
plete satellite town on a 600 acre site, for 
a population of 20,000. The project (done 
jointly by Messrs. Holliday, Medwin and 
Winston) won an international competition 
in 1938. New Anuradhapura, Ceylon, de- 
signed to replace an existing town which 
had encroached on part of the sacred 
Buddhist Capital of Ceylon—an_ agricul- 
tural town of 25,000 population. In 
addition, he prepared planning schemes for 
six existing towns in Palestine, England, 
Ceylon, and an outline plan for the colony 
of Gibraltar. With Sir Patrick Abercrombie 
he designed a layout for the University of 
Ceylon. Clifford Holliday’s main appoint- 
ments have been Research Fellow jin Civic 
Design at Liverpool University, and Joint 
Editor of Town Planning Review, 1922-23 
Civic Adviser to the City of Jerusalem, 1923- 
37; Town Planning Adviser and Architect to 
the Government of Palestine, 1928-34; 
Private practice 1934-44; External Examiner 
in Town Planning at London University, 
1938; Planning Consultant, Gibraltar, 1944- 
47. Mr. Holliday was a student at Liver- 
pool University, where he studied Archi- 
tecture and Town Planning under Sir 
Charles Reilly, and Sir Patrick Abercrombie.

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TO PROFESSIONAL SERVICES 


RCHITECTS in practice are in a dilemma. While their 
services are too frequently not understood or even 
mistrusted, they are at the same time ill-rewarded. 

If increased fees are to be demanded it seems likely that less 
work will be entrusted to architects. 

It is assumed that the readers of the JOURNAL are agreed that 
the architect has a valuable, indeed an essential function to 
fulfil. It follows that he should receive a proper remuneration 
for his services. As there is likely to be a large cut in the 
building programme, architects will have time and oppor- 
tunity to reconsider their position, economic and social. 

It certainly does not appear that the RIBA has succeeded in 
maintaining a reasonable level of fees for architects in private 
practice. While the argument that the standard percentage 
on the increased cost of building will adequately cover the 
increased overhead expenses of the architect appears reason- 
able enough, it must be remembered that many architects are 
working for public authorities at scales of fees well below the 
standard rates, and it does not take into account that the 
architect’s work has changed somewhat. It is a common 
experience for the architect to spend more time. on additional 
administrative work in licensing, negotiations with public de- 
partments of all kinds than on his proper work, which remains 
precisely as it was before. 

It is unfortunately true that cheap architects produce bad 
architecture. While fer his private work the architect receives 
6 per cent, for his work for local authorities he may receive as 
little as 23 per cent. Yet his work is no less. In fact he has to 
do more work than was originally envisaged in the standard 
scale of fees for less than half the fee. The architect who is 
determined to do the best possible work cannot exist on fees 
such as those embodied in the Scale of Architects’ Fees for 
State-aided Multi-storey Flats. Only by doing shoddy work 
and leaving the rest to builder and Local Authority can an 
architect show a profit on the scale fees. 

The well disposed Local Authority wishing to employ a 
architect recognised for his creative work cannot even if it 
wishes so do so pay an adequate fee... The RIBA scale must 
be observed, for the Auditors would certainly disallow addi- 
tional expenditure. The position is, then, that the architect 
who does good work and is conscientious in dealing with all the 
problems that arise in matters affecting labour, materials 
and progress on the site is penalised, and, in fact, cannot 
make ends meet ; while the architect who is content to turn 
out inferior standardised work and is willing to let. others 
accept responsibility for seeing that a job is kept running 
under present difficulties is able to profit by his irresponsibility. 
In respects other than the level of its fees the scale for multi- 
storey flats is unsatisfactory. Its wording is inadequate and 
confusing, and allows of wide variations of interpretation, 
while the reference to repeated work encourages one of two 
courses, the use of standardised solutions with no attempt 
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at adequate architectural solutions or an attempt at bogus 
variations without any architectural justification. 
The same difficulties arise in the use of the scale for housing 


schemes for local authorities, 


and the LCC scale paid to 


private practising architects invited to design schools and 


hospitals for the Council. 


The responsible architect often 


devotes a great deal of time to the study of problems which 
the local authority’s architect cannot undertake due to the 
pressure of committees, and the shortage and frequent 


inadequacies of staff. 


It is time that two parallel actions were taken by the RIBA 
and other professional bodies. An intensive propaganda to 
convince the public of the necessity of architecture and an 
immediate revision of the scale of fees for all classes of work 
to ensure that those architects still able to practise their 
profession will be adequately paid.

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STEVENAGE AND 

The Corporation has at last appointed 
an Architect Planner. Mr. Holliday, 
from the wide range of his experience 
both as a planner and a designer of 
buildings, seems to be a very com- 
petent individual, though he will no 
doubt find the temperament and 
tempers of the future inhabitants of 
Stevenage somewhat different from 
those of the new Nathania and other 
Middle East towns where he has been 
principally engaged. 

* 


Stevenage continues to be the ugly 
duckling or odd man out of the Greater 
London new towns. There is 
apparently to be no distinction between 
the planning consultant and the chief 
architect—both jobs will be largely 
combined in the person of Mr. Holli- 
day. He will, however, not have the 


pleasures and pains of preparing a 
master plan. That, as readers of the 
Journal know, has already been done at 
MOTCP. It seems probable also that 
the Ministry will keep a somewhat 
more intimate grip upon Stevenage 
than on the other three new towns, and 
will to some extent act in loco con- 
sultantis. 


Being so fathered, there is some hope 

that the present ugly duckling will 
turn into a veritable swan. Or, is 
there? 


LIVERPOOL. 

Two of the three important archi- 
tectural appointments are now filled. 
CID has its new director, Stevenage has 
its Architect Planner, but Liverpool is 
still without its professor. As a hot tip 
it is rumoured that the favourite is a 
post-closing date entry. It is a pity 
that the selectors had not the courage 
to declare that another individual had 
been invited to apply for the job with 
gilt-edged chances, after interviews 
had been arranged. Apart from the 
unhappy way in which the appointment 
is being made, the favoured candidate, 
an old Liverpoo] student will, if ap- 
pointed, do a very good job. 


POLESDEN LACEY 

Last Sunday, in company with several 
hundred other fellow property-owners, 
I visited Polesden Lacey, the National 
Trust estate near Dorking which was 
left to the nation by the late Mrs. Ronald 
Greville. The day was warm and 
sunny. Cars glittered in the car park; 


hikers lay like shoals of herrings across 
the shimmering green lawns; children 
clambered happily over the statuary; 
in the Jaurels near the dog cemetery the 
curator, Robin Fedden, could be seen 
miserably searching for a lost tennis 
ball; queues waiting to see the interior 
trailed from the front door across the 
drive. 

The wait was well worth while. 
Externally, the house, designed origin- 
ally in 1824 by Thomas Cubitt, is a 
pleasant rambling building which has 
been casually extended from time to 
time by its late owner. Internally, how- 
ever, it has been largely reconstructed 
by some engagingly thorough but in- 
sensitive hand. [In the new hall, for 
instance, which was built to house the 
carved seventeenth century reredos 
from the Wren church of St. Matthew, 
demolished in 1881, the architect did 
not even bother to fit his stained oak 
cornice gracefully. on to the one pro- 
vided by Sir Christopher.] But the 
interest and fascination of the house 
lies not in its architecture, which is 
unassuming, nor in its contents, which 
are for the most part unremarkable, but 
in its period atmosphere, which is quite 
overpoweringly evocative of Edwardian 
England. 


* 


There is no time more remote than 
the period just past and not yet fashion- 
ably recalled. To those of us still off 
the Beaton track, diabolo and De Dion 
Boutons, Norfolk jackets and croquet 
mallets are features of an age more 
distant, it seems at times, than that of 
the Pharaohs. At Polesden Lacey the 
lid is taken off, the relics and idols of 
that golden age are once more revealed. 
Persian carpets and Chinese vases, 
Dutch paintings and French tapestries, 
Irish linen and Indian silver, all 
grouped and displayed in that in- 
describably English way. 


* 


Yet the place is no museum. There 
are no ropes across the chairs, no 
drugget pathways across the carpets. 
The guide is well trained in the 
tradition of Polesden laissez-faire and 
permits you to linger at will among the 
handsomely framed photographs of 
Indian potentates, Liberal statesmen 
and favourite collies or to decipher at 
leisure the sprawling Royal signatures 


on cards attached to the Fabergé 


boxes. 
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Visit Polesden Lacey, then, before its 
visual personality becomes, by the 
tum of fashion’s wheel, contaminated 
by the slime of modishness. And, 
judging by the latest issue of Vogue, 
you haven’t much time. 


HOUSES OFF THE PEG 

Most of us have a vague idea that 
houses ought to be designed to suit the 
site as well as the client and have thus 
taken a poor view of the types who lift 
ahouse cold from the papers and dump 
it down on any old site regardless of 
aspect. Our disapproval is no doubt 
heightened by the fact that a possible 
dient has nipped in through the back 
door, but should we disapprove as 
much if the client couldn’t afford an 
architect? Would you rather see a few 
of your houses about (with a fee of a 
guinea Or so a time), or would you 
prefer spec. builders’ reach-me-downs? 

* 

I'm asking you to think about this, 
because I see that the Royal Victorian 
Institute, with financial help from the 
enlightened Melbourne Age, has started 
a“ Small Homes Service.” Clients pay 
{§ for working drawings, specification, 
estimates of cost, forms of contract, and 


limited advice on finance, land, 
furnishings, fittings and equipment. 
The architect gets £2 for each plan 
sold. 
* 
At first glance I didn’t think much of 
the idea, but when you think a bit more 
ithas its points. Small house design- 
ing seldom shows much of a profit, 
aid there are plenty of jobs where one 
can’t really charge scale fees for site 
visits, and before one knows it one is 
inthe red. So much so that I know 
everal architects who limit them- 
‘lves to one house a year. But sup- 
pose the House Service sold 50 sets of 
plans? It might work out not too badly. 
No good here while housebuilding is 
dead, but in Melbourne it is the archi- 
lets who run it, so presumably they 
ae satisfied. Anyway, they have 
averaged 100 inquiries a week (many 
from clients sent by builders), and are 
elling about 15 sets of plans a week. 
* 


No doubt the scheme wouldn’t have 
worked so well without Press help, but 
4 major factor must be good advice 
 inquirers and the ability to give them 
the plan they need rather than the one

POWER TO THE 

Tell me what a man most enjoys at 
the exhibition of the Inland Waterways 
Association, now on at Heal’s, and I 
will tell you what he is like. If still 
a child, he will fall for the charming 
models of canal boats; if a poet, he 
will escape into the soothing reality of 
canal life depicted in the photographs; 
the artist will look no further than the 
display of the bright folk art of roses 
and castles; the architect will gaze long 
and reverently at the engravings of the 
early engineering structures. 

Astragal, being a philosopher, went to 
the heart of the exhibition—a large map 
showing England’s rivers and canals. 
Here you can see the surprising num- 
ber and length of the navigations; in 
England alone they run to over 2,000 
miles. You can also see how depress- 
ingly large a part of this mileage is no 
longer navigable. 

* 


It is the IWA’s purpose to urge the 
revitalization and maintenance of the 
whole decaying canal system of this 
country. In this it has no easy task, 
for it is up against certain powerful 
vested interests. It has, indeed, 
already unearthed several pretty cases 
of deliberate sabotage. One wonders 
what the Ministry of Transport is going 
to do about the canals, and hopes that 
the IWA can bring some healthy 
influence to bear. The inland water- 
ways of this country can still perform 
a valuable economic job and can, at the 
same time, provide delightful waters for 
pleasure craft and fishing. More 
power, then, to the IWA.

The New Library of 
Information Sheets 


Sir,—We have been reminded of a com- 
monplace that “developments in the means 
of spreading information and knowledge 
have long ago outstripped our ability to 
make intelligent use of what we learn.” 

This is not altogether true, of course. - 
There are cases where a particular type 
of development for spreading information 
is lacking. In the case of architects, for 
instance,’ whose work may often depend 
upon getting some particular information 
at a particular time, the means for acquir- 
ing it does not always exist. 

Grey Wornum has already pointed out 
that a great deal of our present building 
data (mostly pre-war) is inadequately pre- 
pared and insufficiently reliable. 

Paper restrictions no doubt have added to 
the problem, and incidentally given en- 
couragement to those advertisers who tend 
to withhold essential facts in order to attract 
enquiries from which interviews may 
follow. 

This procedure is obviously cumbersome, 
expensive and wasteful of valuable time, 
and it often fails to provide what is wanted. 

I hope therefore that the lead you haye 
given by re-introducing Information Sheets 
in the Journal will help in raising the 
standard of advertisements and _ trade 
catalogues where technical data is con- 
cerned. This is a development in “ the 
means of spreading information” which is 
long overdue. 

If I have any suggestions on this to make, 
it is that diagrams should be made as in- 
telligible as possible and that the normal 
plans, sections and elevations, fully dimen- 
sioned, are superior to the axonometric 
projections for anything but the simplest 
things.

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AT THE INLAND WATER- 
WAYS EXHIBITION 


The Inland Waterways Association (11, 
Gower Street, W.C.1), a voluntary 
private body recently formed for the 
purpose of stimulating the revival of our 
decaying canal system, is now holding 
its first exhibition, which can be seen 
at Heal’s, in Tottenham Court Road, 
until November 22. Here is displayed 
a great deal of information about the 
canals and navigations of England and 
Wales and the life that is lived on them. 
A large map of the waterways, with 
their many miles of impassable canals, 
together with a panel of a ya 
illustrating their derelict state show how 
necessary is the work of the Association 
in bringing to the public notice the 
urgent need for their reconstruction. 
Photographs and old prints show some 
of the fine bridges and other engineering 
structures connected with the canals, 
which should appeal especially to archi- 
tects. Models of canal boats can be 
seen, as well as a collection of the articles 
used by the boatmen, decorated with 
bright roses and castles with a traditional 
folk art of obscure origin. Top left, 
a cabin roof block. Top right, a print 
of 1794 of Brindley’s first aqueduct at 
Burton, an example of the early type of 
masonry aqueduct over which the water- 
way is carried on a puddled clay bed. 
Bottom, a print of 1827 of the double 
lock and east entrance to the Islington 
Tunnel, Regent’s Canal. Right, some 
of the traditional appurtenances of canal 
life, a cabin stool and tray, a pair of 
lace-edge plates, some actual lacework, 
a water can and a bonnet.

33.P1 STEEL MANHOLE COVERS 


General 


The shock-proof manhole covers illustrated on the 
face of this Sheet consist of a mild steel plate provided 
with an integral non-slip chequer surfacing, and 
welded steel seating strips on the underside. The 
frames to receive the covers may be of cast iron or 
welded steel, and are available in either single or 
double seal type. All covers fit flush with the top of 
the frame. 


Carrying Capacity 


Each size is available in two weights. Light pattern 
covers are all tested to withstand the equivalent weight 
of any wheel of a fully laden lorry up to 5 tons total 
weight, while heavy pattern covers will carry a load 
equivalent to that of any wheel of a 10-ton four- 
wheeler or a 15-ton six-wheeler. 


Lifting 


Two keyholes are provided in each cover, and these 
are positioned over shallow, circular steel catchments 
welded to the underside of the cover. The lifting 
keys are inserted in the wings of the keyholes, and a 
bearing is obtained by a quarter turn of each key. 
Handgrips can be supplied in place of keylifts. 
Locking gear may be fitted to the keyholes of any 
cover, and special keys are then necessary. When 
these are inserted and turned through 90°, the 


cover is unlocked, and may be lifted with the keys. 
When the cover is replaced, it is impossible to remove 
the keys without first locking the cover in place. 


Hinged Covers 


Steel chequer plate hinged covers and doors are 
manufactured to the standard dimensions given below 
and to special requirements. Covers may have single 
or double doors, suitably reinforced with welded steel 
channels and provided with locks and standard lifting 
keyholes. Hinged covers are supplied with steel 
frames only.

General 


This Sheet describes Morliss mild steel fencing 
which is supplied in two standard types, frontage and 
division. British patent rights have been applied for. 
A gate either single- or double-leaf is available for 
use with each type. The fence is adjustable to 
gradients up to | in 24, 3 ft. 6 in. high and in panels 
6 ft. long : single gates 3 ft. 6 in. wide, double-leaf 
gates 8 ft. wide between posts. 


Construction and Assembly 


Frontage fencing: This is constructed of 5 gauge 
steel rods (4 in. diameter approximately) welded at 
intersections forming 3 in. squares and giving 4 in. 
of metal at each point. Top and bottom rails of 
1} in. by 14 in. by & in. angle connected to 1} in. 
by Il} in. by % in. tee standards by U-clips, there 
being three sets of slots for clips enabling the 
panels to be hung at three alternative levels so 
that fencing may be stepped. Further rigidity of 
the panels is obtained by two 4 in. diameter mild steel 
bars welded to the frame and panels. 

The tee standard is fitted with a bearing thrust-plate 
and is driven into the ground 18 in. The thrust-plate 
is reversed when fixing into made ground with 
concrete. 


Division fencing : This is similar to frontage fencing 
but has angle rail at top only and one centre stiffener 


instead of two. Horizontal rods of the welded mesh 
are at 6 in. centres forming a mesh 6 in. vertically by 
3 in. horizontally.

THE NEW PLANNING SYSTEM 

- ob- 
Prof. W.G. Holford: ‘of 
planning legislation are many, but the reaily 
fundamental power that all good Planning 
Acts should provide is the power to organise 
and improve the’ living and working con- 
ditions of human beings. Planning attracts 
all sorts of cranks whose enthusiasm for one 
form of control outruns their ability to put 
things in their order of importance—in other 
words, to plan. This year Parliament has 
added to the Statute Book the Planning Acts 
of 1947, probably the most far reaching 
mechanism for controlling the physical en- 
vironment in the public interest that any 
authorities in the world possess. The 
powers are enormous, but they are com- 
pletely untried. If the new planning system 
is to work as intended, it must be handled 
by people with courage and vision, and not 
by cranks, so that the life of the average 
citizen will show some benefit. The most 
important feature of the new Act is the in- 
Crease in positive powers of development as 
compared with-negative powers of control. 
There are at present conflicts between differ- 
ent branches of physical planning, between 
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physical and economic planning, between 
both and public opinion. Will the new 
legislation remove some of these difficulties? 

The intentions of the Act are clear. It 
provides for the making of plans, the con- 
trol of development and positive action to 
promote the execution of plans. The old 
statutory planning scheme was static and un- 
wieldy. ‘The new system is more hopeful, 
but at present extremely vague. It is worth 
looking into the prospects of solving in the 
future what has proved to be an intractable 
administrative problem in the past, namely, 
to secure that when land is scheduled for a 
particular development, that development is 
actually carried out, is well designed and 
fulfils its economic and social purpose; 
secondly, to eliminate waste, by such things 
as re-claiming derelict land, building on 
empty sites in central areas, bringing homes 
and work places into a more satisfactory re- 
lationship. ‘No one knows how the powers 
will be used in practice during a time of in- 
tense economic crisis. The old question of 
“to plan or not to plan” will come up 
again in new and strange forms. 

A most useful train of thought at the 
present time is a definition of the role of 
planning, and particularly of essential 
physical planning, during a production crisis. 


NEW PLANS—NEW ARCHITECTURE 


- The threatened separa- 
Maxwell Fry * tion of architecture 
from Town Planning would divert and waste 
our powers. Our pressing need is to solve 
the problem of how to build and to rebuild 
our towns to-day. This problem you must 
think of as how to bring harmony to the in- 
dustrialised way of life. How to humanise 
the dead heat rhythm of the machine. The 
Situation is urgent. The machine moves 
faster than we. Its system permeates our 
public life today. It can destroy us as 
it destroyed Hitler if we do not fight to 
control it for human uses. Therefore you 
must say—What can it do that will make 
it beneficent instead of malevolent? What 
is its possible contribution to a good life? 

What is its nature? 

Railway and motor car make town ex- 
pansion possible but unplanned expansion 
leads to internal confusion. What is to 
be done? Cut through the tangle or it 
will kill us. Separate road traffic from foot 
—make rapid transit possible. A crowded 
mixed traffic street is death, confusion and 
frustration. A new idea is needed. 

The centres of all towns are overcrowded. 
They are inter-penetrated by rapid transit 
for which there was no preparation, The 
new idea brings death to the old and 
cancels speed. 

But the old centres are worn out and we 
have the solution in terms of high building. 
Lifts and framed building are the machine’s 
contribution for us to use. Think of 
hich buildings, free pedestrian space— 
separated rapid transit. In those three 
terms the solution is presented. The 
“precinct” is an evasion, a moment 
of quiet from the continuing chaos, 
rather than an ending of chaos _ itself. 
Town planning is too negative. Its ger- 
mination idea in Britain was the garden 
city. But that was not idea enough for the 
occasion, and failed. It increased expan- 
sion on the principle and had no solution 
to offer at the centre. Town planning 
based on prohibition and ‘two-dimension 
control is lawyer’s planning, a dismal 
science based on measuring what is already 
dead. The situation calls for a new syn- 
thesis in four dimensions, not two. As in 
architecture the section is all ‘important. 
We must use the third dimension, height 
at the centre, in order to free movement 
and bring back the soil now buried under 
outworn building. That way lies beauty. 
The two-storey house has its place only in 
relation to this. 

Prefabrication is no. short cut to new 
towns. Beware of the prefab unit. It is 


not a total answer to our needs, it is as 
inflexible as the old bye-law street—ag 
economist’s but not a humanist’s answer. 
The prefabrication of building component 
parts produces flexibility to deal with all 
occasions and variations with modular plan- 
ning as the vehicle of architectural imple- 
mentation. If we do not seek an answer 
to this question the home will be treated 
as an industrial unit, and the machine will | 
once more, control us. 


NEW TOWNS

dealt with the subject so exhaustively in 
their interim and final reports that there’ 
is little left to say except by way of com- 
ment on those reports. 

Is it not true to say that most of the towns 
we regard with affection are small, have 
been slow in growth, and show the hand of. 
the craftsman? Today with the crying de- 
mand for houses and the need to get indus- 
try into full swing again at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, speed is of the essence of the 
contract. One of our most difficult prob-. 
lems will be to achieve speed and at the 
same time avoid the soulless stereotype. 
Speed demands the use of the machine and 
much mass production and this should be 
frankly recognised in our plans and designs. 
How then can we achieve something with a 
sense of companionable unity that can 
be regarded with both pride and affection? 
The New Towns Committee rightly points 
out that it is a matter of team work, but 
I think it does not sufficiently realize that 
the leader of the team must be a man quali- 
fied in civic design. All the needs of life, 
work, culture and recreation must be pro- 
vided for and experts in each of these needs 
and in the practical arts, crafts, sciences, 
and businesses required for actual con- 
struction, must be employed. But, unless 
all the time all these experts are guided by 
someone trained to see the whole as a 
whole, from start to finish, nothing worth- 
while can emerge. 

How can a rapidly erected New Town 
be made to fit into the countryside? If 
equipped with up-to-date, safe and conveni- 
ent shopping and amusement centres, it is 
likely to act as a powerful magnet. Its in- 
habitants will want fresh food from the sur- 
rounding country but it should not draw 
agricultural workers from the land to its in- 
dustries. 

Therefore, as it can, if the right site is 
selected. be designed to fit into the country, 
it should be possible to establish neighbourly 
relationships. . Also if its inhabitants are 
drawn from big cities they can be expected, 
in time, to respond to the mellowing in- 
fluence of the countryside. — 

It has been taken as an axiom that New 
Towns should be self-contained, but in some 
circumstances a proportion of dormitory 
population may help to secure balance, and 
it might even be the case that a new town 
predominantly dormitory in character would 
fit the regional pattern, provided that the 
amount of travel was not excessive in time 
or money spent and could be iaken in com- 
fort.

ASSAULT LANDING CRAFT 


Assault landing craft, which played 
such a vital part in the “D” day 
landings after their earlier suc- 
cesses in North Africa, Sicily and 
Italy, are being converted into 
mobile floating homes by Meikle’s 
Shipyard, Ltd., of Twickenham, 
Middlesex. Accommodation is for 
four persons, and each floating 
home, complete with engine, fit- 
tings, and lino on the floor, ready to 
live in, costs £2,000. The con- 
struction is based on the boat- 
building practice of steel and tim- 
ber, with cavity walls and ceilings 
to reduce condensation and elimi- 
nate dry rot. Steel casement 
windows are fitted throughout and 
there is storage for 175 gallons of 
fresh water in a galvanised tank

under the after deck, connected to 
the galley and bathroom. Light- 
ing is by Calor gas (used for cooking 
and water heating) or by elec- 
tricity. This can be generated on 
board, or if electric mains are 
available in the vicinity the craft 
can be plugged in for standard 
220 volts. The engine is optional, 
but a Ford V_ 8-cylinder en- 
gine, giving a normal cruising 


speed of 6 knots, is usually fitted.

Airport construction and operation are 
analysed in six sections dealing respectively 
with planning technique, aerodrome sur- 
faces, lighting, buildings, communications, 
and administration. 

It is stated that the intelligent planning of 
any airport should be preceded by an ana- 
lytical survey of the community to be 
served, and should take account of require- 
Ments as much as ten years ahead. The 
More important aspects of such a survey 
should include an examination of popula- 
tion figures and distribution within the city 
and its commercial area; of the distance 
between adjoining cities or airports both 
present and proposed; of local topography 
in relation to site selection and construc- 
tion costs; of local flying activities including 
both private and commercial aviation; of 
current airline requirements and estimates 
of future needs; of the volume of tourist 
travel to and from the area; of the amount 
of the city’s postal receipts which indi- 
cate airmail and express service potentiali- 
ties; of rental levels and their distribution 
in order to determine the probable number 
and location of private aeroplane owners; 
and of surface transport facilities to poten- 
sites as factors in airport 

ity. 

Whether for original construction or for 
Planned expansion of an existing airport a 
Master plan should be drawn up, the princi- 
pal elements of which are: (1) a property 
survey; (2) a topographical survey; (3) a

location and obstruction map; (4) an aerial 
survey of the site and the surrounding area; 
(5) the compilation of meteorological and 
soil condition data; (6) contour plans of the

ERECTING STEEL FRAMING 

Steel Erection for the Terrace Plaza Hotel. 
(Engineering News-Record [USA], Septem-

Erection of 6,200 tons of structural steel- 
work within five months.

framework of the 18-storey Terrace Plaza

Modern Fixing Technique. Kenneth E.

This article explains clearly how different 
types of plug act and the kind of con- 
ditions for which each type is suited. First 
there is the ordinary fibre plug which 
with wood screws provides the best fixing to 
all hard and homogeneous materials. A 
variant of this is the metal plug, intended 
for wet situations such as swimming pools. 
Where the plug might be pushed right 
through to a cavity behind the main fixing 
material a flanged plug is used. 

(Many new materials, because they are too 


thin, cannot take a normal grip-by-expansion ~ 


plug, and for these a toggle plug is used. 
There are two types, one where gravity 
will make the toggle fall round and the 


other, rather more expensive type, which is 
spring loaded and can be used for such 
places as ceiling fixings. There are also 
variants of this for special cases. 

Heavy duty fixings using expanding bolts 
are described, and one or two special devices 
are also illustrated. 

The article is particularly good in that it 
explains clearly the reason for using differ- 
ent types of plugs and bolts.

HOUSE INSULATION 


Memorandum on How to Insulate Houses 
of Traditional Construction. (Structural 
Insulation Society. October, 1947.) 
Officially recommended standards of ther- 
mal insulation for houses now show great 
improvement over pre-war practice. Claims 
these standards are entirely practicable in all 
new housing. List of insulation values for 
pitched roofs, flat roofs in timber and con- 
crete, walls and ground floors showing pre- 
war methods and alternatives at present 
possible but which give the recommended 
insulation values. 


There is no doubt that this list of insula- 
tion values for a variety of constructions is 
a useful reference, and it is to be hoped that 
it will form one more step in the slow pro- 
gress of bringing actual construction up to 
officially recommended standards, but it 
leaves the designer to work out for himself 
which method is likely to give the besi 
economic result, and it does not give any 
indication as to which part of a house is 
most likely to be worth attention. There 
have been a number of papers and books 
dealing with this aspect, but it would have 
been convenient if the present note could 
have been made a little more self sufficient 
by the inclusion of such general guidance 
in addition to the tabulated data. It would 
also be of considerable help to designers 
who are attempting to work to a good

This specification has not considered the 
possibility of double access to the meter, 
that is to say, so that the gas supply com- 
pany’s representative need not have access 
to the house to read it, and so be indepen- 
dent of the comings and goings of the house- 
wife. Nor does it suggest any possibility 
of a combined unit to accommodate electric 
and gas meters in a single fitment, as was 
suggested in the Post-War Study Committee 
Reports.

Fused-Plugs and Shuttered Socket-Outlets. 
B.S. 1363:1947. (British Standards Institu- 
tion. 2s. 6d.) 

Specification for new standard plug for 
domestic use up to 13 amp. Specially re- 
quired with ring-main winding. 


The long-awaited specification for the new 


standard all-purpose domestic plug has now 
been issued by the British Standards Institu- 
tion as B.S. 1363, The plug and socket- 
outlet are rated at 3 Kw. (13 amp. at 230 
volts), and the plug incorporates a fuse the 
rating of which may be 3, 7, or 13 amp. 
These fuses are interchangeable, but are 
readily identifiable, and are covered by B.S. 

1362 which was published recently. 

In reporting the publication of this new 
specification it may recalled that the report 
on “Electrical Installations” (Post-War 
Building Studies, No. 11, published by H.M. 
Stationery Office for the Ministry of Works) 
stated that:— 

(a) A standard three-pin socket-outlet 
and plug, intermediate in capacity between 
the existing 5-ampere and 15-ampere 
standards, should be made available 
(para. 83). 

(b) The recommendation for a ring 
circuit connected to a single 30-ampere 
fuse necessitates arrangements for fusing 
at each point of outlet, which is also desir- 
able for the alternative of room-circuits 
(para. 85). 

(c) Provision should be made in the plug 
for the accommodation of fuses for 13 
amperes and alternatively for 3 amperes, 
the fuses for these ratings being inter- 
changeable and_ readily — identifiable 
(Appendix). 

A number of other recommendations on 
the details of the design are also made.
